The gubernatorial tight of 1934 
will he repeated this year, with Up­ 
ton Sinclair's right-hand man, Cul- 
bcrt Olson, opposing Governor Mer- 
riani. 
Issues similar to those con­ 
tained in Sinclair's Epic platform 
will be the bone of contention, this

to be voted on. The same issue will 
be in the forefront in the contest 
between Bancroft and Downey, Re­ 
publican and Democratic candidates 
respectively for the U. S. Senate. 
Bancroft will have an easier time of 
it than Merriam, for the latter will 
again have another strong opponent 
in the person of Raymond Haight, 
who received the Progressive guber­

Olson, but of Course he cannot get 
enough to be elected. 
He is just 
the proverbial monkey wrench in the 
machinery, and if he prefers one 
candidate over the other, he owes it 
to his state to withdraw from the 
race. 
Haight belongs in the Repub­ 
lican ranks, because he leans more 
in that direction than toward the 
¡more radical views of Olson. How- 
lever, Merriam defeated Sinclair and 
Haight four years ago, and he prob­ 
ably can do it again this year, for 
the voters know more about him 
now than they did then.
